It is a source of much satisfaction that 
the difficulties which for a moment ex- 
cited some political apprehensions and 
caused a losing of the inter-oceanic tran- 
sit route, have been amicably adjusted, 
and that there is a good prospec 
the route will soon be re-opened with 
an increase of capacity and adaptation. 
We could not exaggerate either the 
commercial or the political importance 
of the great improvement. It would be 
doing an injustice to an important South 
American State not to acknowledge the 

directness, frankness and cordiality with 
whieh the United State® of Columbia 
have entered into intimate relations with 
thisGovernment. A Claims Convention 
has been constituted to complete the un 

finished work of the one which closed 
its session in 1861. The new liberal con- 
stitution of Venezuela having gone into 
effect wi b the universal acquiescence of 
the people. the government under it bas 
been recognized, and diplomatic inter- 
course with it bas been opened in a cor- 
dial and friendly spirit. 
red Avis Island claim has been satisfac- 
torily paid and discbarged. Mutual pay- 
ments have been made of the claims 
awarded by the late joint-commission 
for the settlement of claims between 
the United States and 
earnest and cordial friendship con- 
tinues to exist between the two coun- 
tries, and such efforts as were in my pow- 
er have been used to remove misunder- 
standing and avert a threatened war 
tween Peru and Spain. Our relations 
are of the most friendly nature with 
Chili, the Argentine Republic, Bolivia, 
Costa Rica, Paraguay, San 
Hayti; during the past year no differen- 
ces of any kind have arisen with any of 
these Republics, and on the other hand 
their sympathies with the United States 
are constantly expressed. The claim ari- 
sing from the seizure of the cargo of the 
Macedonian in 1821, has been paid 
ll by the Government of Chili. 


Civil war continues in the Spanish 
port of San Domingo apparently without 
a prospect of an early close. Official 
correspondence has been freely opened 
with Liberia, and it gives us a pleasing 
view of serial and political progress ip 
that Republic. It may be expected to 
derive new vigor from American influ- 
ence, improved by the rapid disappear- 
ance of slavery in the United States, I 
solicit your authority to furnish the Re- 
public a gunboat ai a moderate 
be reimbursed to the United States by 
installments. Such a vessel is needed 
for the safety of that State against the 
native African race, and in Liberiar 
hands it would be more effective in ar- 
resting the Africdn slave trade than a 
squadron in our own bunds.

This was promptly corrected on the arri- 
val of the successor of the Consulate. 
Our relations with Egypt, as well.as our 
relations with the Bar Powers, are 
entirely satisfactory. bot 
The rebellion which has so long been 
in progress in China, hus at last been 
suppressed with the co-operating good. 
offices of this Government and of the 
other fureign commercial States, 
Judicial Consular establishment has be- 
come very difficult and onerous, and it 
will need legislative regulation to advert 
it to the extension of our commerce and 
to the more intimate intercourse whieh 
has been iustituted with the government 
and people of that vast Ewpire.. China 
seems to be accepting with hearty good 
will the conventiouai laws whieh regulate 
commerce and social intercuurse 
the western nations.

For myself, | have no doubt of the pow- 
er and duty of the Executive under the 
law of nations to exclude the enemy’s of 
the buman race from an asylum in the 
United States if Congress sbould think 
that proceedings in such cases lack the 
uuthority‘of law or ought to be further 
repudiated by it. I recommend that 
provision be wade for effectually pre- 
venting fereign slave traders from ac- 
quiring domicil and. facilities for their 
criminal occupation in our country. It 
is possible that if it were a new and 
open question, the maritime powers with 
the right they now enjoy wou-d not con- 
cede the privileges of a naval belligerent 
to the insurgents of the United States, 
destitute as they are and always have 
been equally of ships, ports and barbors. 
Disloyal emissaries have been neither 
less assidious por more successful during 
the last year than they were before tha. 
timre, in their efforts udder favor of that 
privilege to embroil our cowntry in for- 
eign wars. Nevertheless, unforseen poil- 
tical difficulties have ariren, especially 
in Erazilian and British ports and oo the 
northvrn boandry of the United States.

It seems to need amendment which will 
enable the officers of the Government 
to prevent the practice of frauds against 
the emigrants while on their way, and on 
their arrival pe parte, ‘80 a8 to secure 
them here a fair choice of vocations 
and place of settlement. 4 liberal dis- 
ition towards this great national pol- 
icy is manifested by most of the Eure- 
pean States, and ought to be reciproca- 
ted on our part by giving the emigrants 
effective national protection, I regard 
our emigrants as one of the principal re- 
plenishing streams which re appointed 
by Providence to repair the ravages by 
internal war and its wastes of national 
strength and health. All that is neces- 
sary is to secure the flow of that stream 
in its present fullness, and to that end 
the Government must in every way make 
it manifest that it neither needs nor de- 
signs to impose involuatary military ser- 
vice upoi those who come from other 
lands to cast their lot in our country..
